Chicago, Sept: 39—Lord Northcliffe, 
owner of the London Times and sev- 
eral British newspapers, while here 
yesterday, sou a note of warning 
for Euvgland to propare for war with 
Germany. Lord Nerthelifie dictated 
the following :— 

“The Americans are eo busy with 
the affairs of their own gigantic con- 
tinent that they have not the time 
to devote to the study of European 
politics which are more kaleidoscopic 
in their changes than are those of 
the United States. There is an im- 
pression in this country that some 
hostility exists between the peoples of 
Grem Britain and of United Ger- 
many. I know the Germans intimate- 
ly, From chikthood I have travelled 
extonsively throughout most of the 
German states. I have many Ger- 
mun family connections, and [ ven- 
ture to say that, outside the usual 
body of Anglophobes one meets in 
every country, there is little hostél- 
ity to the British on the part of the 
Germans, and on the other hand 
there is in Englend no dislike of Ger- 
many, On the contrary, our states- 
men are adapting German. legislation 
to otr needs T mention these in 
no form of filattery.. The Germans 
must be wel) ‘pleased with our pro- 
posed uction of their working- 
men’s insurance ,their labor bureau, 
and a great many other legislative 
improvements that, it uppears to me, 
would be just as vital to the United 
States as they seem to be to Great 
Britain. 

“Why, then, if so happy a state of 
affairs exists between the two na- 
tions should there be eny section of 
people in England to suggest the 
possibility of wai? 

“Turn back to 1869. Was there any 
friction between France apd Prussia? 
1s History Repeating Itself. 
“There was no hostility on either 
side, but any reader of Buseche’s Bis- 
marek or other standard authority 
on the great German empire builder, 
will acknowledge there was immense 
preparation on the part of Germany, 
a preparation shat was kept secret as 
far as possible and which also, as far 
us possible, is being kept secret by 
Germany today. As to that which is 
transpiring in the German ship-build- 
ing yards we more or less know that 
by 1912 Germany in ships of the super- 
Dreadnaught class, will be the equal 
of England. If we were in your posi- 
tion, able to grow our food on our 
own acres, it would matter little to 
us if wevhad merely an ornament 
navy such as Ambrose Bierce de- 
scribes this month in Everybody's 
Magazine, an article whieh every Am- 
erlean ought to read. But how few 
Americans realize that our food is 
blought to us from Australia, Canada, 
much of it from this eity of Chicago 
aand your western wheas fields, from 
the Argentine Republic, nearly all of 

it from over the sea. 


Comparing Two Situations. 

“Two or three days ago I was at 
Sean Francisco, where your govern- 
ment hag spent an immense sum of 
money in fortifying the Golden Gate 
against an imaginary Japanese at- 
tack. Throughout the greater part of 
your Pacific slope, the Japanese, de- 
pleted as they are by a great war, in- 
finitely inferior as they are to you in 
Pepulation, their situation an. im- 
mense distance trom you, with no 
cogling station on your shores, are 
looked upon as a dangerous opponent, 
Even if it were possible for them to 
cross the Pacific to attack you—a 
more than ridiculous assumption, 
having in view a hundred and one 
contingencies, including the Anglo- 
Jepanese alliance—what damage could 
they do? 

The Anglo-German Analogy. 

“Now, assuming that the Japenese 
are eleven hours distunt, have a popu- 
lation one-third larger thun your own 
and are constructing a uavy as rapid- 
ly as you, would it not be wise to 
give some cureful consideration to 
your posRMion? 1 see it suggested in 
the American papers that there is 
some kind of a scare in England. | 
wish there were.

Arrangements For the Torchlight Pro- 
cession and the Route of March 
on Friday Afternoon—Edmonten 
and Strathcona Will Present Ad- 
dresses to His Excellency. 
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Tomorrow evening at 9.40, His Ex- 
eellency the Governor General and 
party will arrive at Strathcona, Karl 
Grey will be presented with an ad- 
dress in the O.P.R. square there by 
the Strathcona corporation, after 
which the party will proceed to Ed- 
monton. On Friday afternoon the 
corner stone will be laid, and iv the 
evening the Vice-Regal ball will take 
place in the Thistle Rink. On Sat- 
urday morning the party will leave 
for Regina. The City of Edmenton 
will present an address at the Parlia- 
ment Buildings immediately betore or 
after the laying of the corner stone. 

The Citizens Welcome, 

Elaborate preparation are ~ bein 
made for the welcome to be accorde 
to the Vice-Regal party upon their 
arrival in Edmonton. 

The citizens’ procession will as- 
semble on Jasper avenue, east of Me- 
Dougall street, along the south carb, 
at 8 p.m, sharp, where they will be 
provided with flags and torches, All 
citizens and the various societies are 
invited to participate in this escort, 
and it is expected that the turnout 
will do Edmonton proud. 

The Citixens’ Band and the 
Highland Pipers will instill a martial 
spirit in the marchers, and, along 
with the lavish display of fireworks 
and the luminous glare of red fire, 
it will make a long to be remember- 
ed night. . 

The Public School Brigade will as- 
semble on MeDovgall avenue, be- 
tween Jusper and the post office, also 
at 8 p.m., and from present indica- 
tions the showing that young Cana- 
dians will present will be a generous 
one.

Montreal, Sept. 20—The an- 
nual report of the board of 
health of the city just issued 
shows that the birthrate of 
Montreal is the lrighest in the 
workl. It exceeds by 4.12 per 
thousand that of any othe? 
city, the rate for ‘Montreal be- 
ing 38.43, being an increase of 
2.32 over the year preceding. 
The total births in Montreal 
for the year was 14,606. With 
regard te the births of French 
children the number was 10,- 
210, or the very high figure of 
44.04 per thousand. The ‘birth- 
rate among the Jews was 28.28 
per thousand. On the other 
hand Montreal's death rate of 
22.95. was exceeded by Madrid 
only in a list of eitht cities, 
including London, New York, 
Paris, Berlin, Buenos Ayres 
and Lyons,

FARMERS IN EDMONTON 
DISTRICT ARE SMILING 


In the Sturgeon Valley From Nama. 
yo to St. Albert the Harvest Has 
Been Eminently Satisfactory— 
Rye’s, Fraser's and Tough’s 
Splendid Farms. 


Four or five days continuous thresh- 
ing with probably twenty men on the 
jov and anywhere from five to ten 
thousand bushels of grain to show 
for it, all before the close of Septem- 
ber, is the boon which is making 
many farmers «mile in the Namayo 
cistrict, due north of Edmonton. 
Throughout the whole Sturgeon river 
valley from Namayo to St. Albert, 
there is continuous evidence of an 
abundant harvest. The threshing out- 
fits have been making their visite to 
one farm after another and when they 
pass over, they leave behind bare 
stubble fields, and immense straw) 
stack and the farmer’s grain in sack 
to be conveyed either to the elevator 
or the granary, 

The iarm of Joseph Rye, several 
miles oast of Namayo, dx one that 
reflects the #eason's prosperity. Mr. 
Rye has been absent three months 
in the @ld country as a member oi 
the Dominion swine commission, but 
his farm has gone on just the same. 
The threshers were through work on 
Thursday and left him nearly 10,000 
bushels of oats. A portion of the 
yield goes to the G. T. P. contraetors 
but the most of it will be stored in 
Mr. Rye’s private elevator until he 
can get a price satisfactory to him. 
In one compartment of the elevator 
there is the barley crop of this year, 
all of which will be held as feed 
jor the Tamworth hogs on the farin. 
The high price {6r hogs has induced 
Mr. Rye to take up the industiy after 
a few years of indifference due to the 
low quotations, 

Big Firm in North. 

The big Alberta tarmérs ua. not all 
down south as Mr, Rye’s farm eom- 
prises five quarter séctions, Of this 
800 acres nearly 400 are under eculti- 
vation which makes the accumulations 
of seventeen years in the province of 
Alberta. 

Speaking to a Bulletin represeuta- 
tive on the work of the swine comunis- 
sion Mr. Ryc stated that every phase 
of the swine industry in the great 
bacon producing centres of Denmark, 
Ireland, Scotland and England were 
etudied and embodied in a report on 
the swine industry which will prob- 
ably ‘be available for, publication in 
the month of December, The com- 
mission was representative of swine 
breeders from the Maritime Provinces, 
Quebee, Ontario and Western Canada, 

Along the road from Namayo to Bt, 
Albert a full view may be had of 
both banks of the Sturgeon iver val- 
ley, The land under cultivation here 
has a higher average than probably 
any other portion of the Edmonton 
district. Everywhere the “useful 
toil” of the farmer hus been crowned 

y a plenteous harvest, and the 
huge straw stacks rising in the field of 
stubble dike icebergs on the ocean, 
proclaim that the harvest work is 
done, On many farms fall ploughing 
lias already commenced, the intention 
being to get as much land as possible 
in preparation for seeding next spring. 
The opinion of all the tarmers along 
the Sturgeon valley is that this has 
been a most fortunate year, giving 
then: all an opportunity to straighten 
out any irregularities which have oc- 
curec during the past few years and 
to fuce next year with a clear slate. 

Fraser's and Tough’s Farms. 

Hexry Fraser's 200 acre wheat field, 
on which harvesting operations open- 
ed as early as on eny farm in the 
district is now reduced to a huge 
straw stack und about 3,000 bushels 
of wheat. Mr, Fraser wishes to sell 
his grain in buik and at the granary 
eo that he will not be required to do 
any hauling of grain himself. He is 
setting a good example to ‘this fellow 
farmers by getting as much plowing 
doue this fall as possible. 

la contrast with the grain grower in 
the Edmonton district is the stock 
form of dames Vough, near St. Al- 
bert, where a herd of sixty-five pure- 
bueu itereford cattle may be seen. 
Mr. Tough’s pride is in his cattle, 
everyone of which he speaks of wath 
a mark of human affection, Se much 
attention does he give to them that 
he does not raise any grain for sale 
on his farm. One hundred acres wae 
in outs and barly this year, but it 


all goes as feed for his stock, To a 
Bulletin representative Mr, Tough 
seid that his potato crop is in full 


accord with the pood farm year, as he 
never saw hés patch harvested under 
such favorable conditions. 

The grain priees ruling at the pre- 
sent time are not looked at with much 
satisfaction by the farmer. Elevator 
quotations closed on Saturday at 21 
cents per bushel for oats and 78 cents 
for wheat, (Most of the farmers, how- 
ever, are prepared to store their grain 
up'il the market «wings the prices on 
a higher plane. Thirty cents a bushel 
for oath looks good to many of them

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ARTS BUILDING 


First Sods Turned This Morning on 
University of Alberta Building 
in Strathcona. 


At hali-pest nine this morning in 
the presence of a number of members 
of the senate of the University of Al- 
berta, the professors and students, the 
first sod in connection with the new 
atts buikiing was turned at the uni- 
versity grounds in Strathcona. This 
ceremony which marks the commence- 
ment of construction on the build- 
ings was performed by Premier Ruth- 
erford and Dr. Tory. A plough was 
used and the two teams attached were 
driven by John A. McDougall, M.P.P., 
and Dr. Ferris. For the first furrow the 
plough handles were held by the pre- 
mier and for the second by the uni- 
versity president, 

Among the sénators present were 
Dr. Ferris, Jas. MeCaig, John A. Me- 
Dougall, Dr. Tory and George Har- 
court, 

Justices Stuart and Beck were un- 
able to be present, owing to their 
duties at the Supreme court. 

After the sods had been turned short 
addresses wete made by Dr, Tory and 
Hon. Dr. “Rutherford, 

To Cost More Than $200,000. 

An exact estimate of the cost of 
the new arts ‘building has now yet 
been made, but it is probable that it 
will be constructed of stone and will 
cost more than $200,000. The dimen- 
sions of the structure are 70 feet wide 
by 300 feet long and three stories high. 

The contract for the excavation werk 
las been let to James Smith and J. 
T. Radford, of Strathcona, The foun: 
dation will be completed this fall, 
the work being done by the public 
works departinent of the provincial 
government, It hoped to award 
the contract for the superstructure so 
that work upon it may be started in 
the early spring. The new building 
Wili stand “on an imposing site over- 
looking the river and the city of Ed- 
monton in the northeast corner of 
the university grounds. 

Classes Started Yesterqay. 

The university classes for 1909-1910 
were started yesterday in the Strath- 
cona Collegiate institute. There were 
about sixty students of the first and 
second years in attendance and regis- 
trations will continue during the 
week, « 

It is probable that the total attend- 
ance this year will reach close to one 
hundred. Such a record for the second 
year of a university is unexcelled and 
augurs well for the rapid growth of 
Alberta’s premier educational institu- 
tion,

MOOSE JAW ASSIZES OPEN. 


Case of Alva Neff, Charged With Rape 
Most Serious. 


Moose Jaw, Sask,, Sept, 28—The fall 
sittings of the Supreme count opened 
herve this morning, Hon. Justice John- 
son presiding. The docket is a large 
one and includes many serious crim- 
inal charges. Probably the most seri- 
ous is that of Alva Neff, charged with 
rape. The case has excited a lot of 
interest throughout the country, ow- 
ing to its extremely revolting nature. 
The prosecuting counsel characterized 
the crime as one of the most heinous 
ever committed in this Western coun- 
try. Neff’s counsel made an effort to 
have the prisoner comitted to an asy 
lum for the present on the plea tlrat he 
was not in a fit state to undergo trial, 
He claimed he bad not beer able to 
get a werd of common sense from the 
prisoner since be had taken up the

He denied 
this iater and said it was given to him 
on election day. He also swore t. at 
efforts were made to get him to -ign 
a declaration denying that he had re- 
ceived any money and that from $100 
to $4,000 was mentioned as a consid- 
eration, Most of thoge who acknowl- 
elged having reéeived money in con- 
nection with the election are English 
immigrants. The majority justified 
their action with the words: “l was 
hard up.” 


THE ENVOYS OF SEVEN 
NATIONS ARE RECEIVED 


The Hudson-Fulton Demonstration in 
New York City—Messages to Aiv- 
erica From European Rulers—Bril- 
liant Function at Meeting Cast 
Night.

New York, Sept. 28.—The envoys of 
seven nations that have sent their ships 
of war and the special delegates of 
other nations participating in the Hudson- 
Fulton celebration, were officially received 
tonight at a reception in the Metropolitan 
opera house, under ‘he auspices of the 

udson-Fulton commission, 

Seated on the stage was a distin- 
guished gathering, including dignitaries 
frop) the countries of Europe and South 
America, officials of city and state, and 
men prominent in business and pro- 
fessional life of this country 

One of the most conspicuous figures 
“mn the stage and the only woman oceupy- 
ing such « position, was Mrs, Julia Ward 
Howe, the venerable author of the 
“Battle Hymn of the republic.” Be- 
case of her advanced vears, Mrs, Howe 
sat in a wheeled chair. At her ieft_ was 
Admiral Sir Edward Seymour of the Brit- 
ish pt, while nearby were M. Jean 
Gatson D’Arboux, the French repre- 
sentative. Rear Admiral Schroeder, com- 
manding the Atlantic battleship fleet; 
Admiral Lepord of the French battleship 
La Justice, and His Excellency Youssof 
Zia Pasha, the Turkish minister. On the 
right of Mayor McClelland sat Prince 
Quni of Japan, Governor Charles FE. 
Hughes of New York state; Grand Ad- 
miral Von Koeter of the German flect, 
and Vice-Admiral di Brocehoti of the 
Italian fleet. 

Behind the gold laced and decorated 
naval officers and dignitaries sat two 
score or more of foreign representa- 
tives and members of the Hudson- 
Fulton commission, including General 
Stewart L. Woodford, and former Mayor 
Seth Lowe. 

The boxes of the famous opera house 
were filled with the wives and families 
of the foreign envoys, Not more than 
1,200 persons were present. 

General Stewart t. Woodford, ehair- 
man! of the Hudson-Fulton commission, 
formally called the proceedings to order, 
and introduced Mayor McClelland quickly 
introduced Bishop David Greer of the 
Kpiscopal diocese of New York, who 
delivered the invocation, Mrs, Hpwe 
then read an original poem, paying an 
eloquent tribute to Henry Hudson and 
Robert Fulton.

OF THE RECORDS 


Harry Whitney Retusns to Civiliza- 


tion Without Cook’s Kecords _ 
aad Instruments. 
St. Johns, Newfoundland, Septem: 


ber 28.—Harry Whitney, who arrived 
here today, discussed with the West- 
ern Associated Press correspondent 
Commander Peary’s criticisms of his 
actions in connection with the polar 
controversy. He gaid: “I informed 
Commander Peary fully as te what 
property belonged to Dr. Cook I had 


in my possession and whick I was 
anxious to take abcard the Roose- 
velt. The scientific instruments [| 
considered of no especial value. 


They were the ordinary ones used in 
Arctic work. Commander Peary had 
duplicates of them himself. Com- 
mander Peary's right hand man, Oap- 
tain Robert Bartlett, helped me un- 
pack them from my trunks and pack- 
ed them in boxes to be stored in a 
cache at Etah. Commander Peary 
consequently cannot truthfully plead 
that he was unaware what they were. 

“Cook's belongings also comprised 
several cases of valuable skins and 
tusks, whieh he had secured ‘n his 
march across Elismere Land and sent 
back by his Eskimos te Annatook. 
Mr. Murphy, Mr. Pritchard and pro- 
hably others aboard the Roosevelt 
knew all about these things and uo 
doubt informed Commander Peary, 

Has None of Cook's Records. 

“I have no records belonging to 
Dr. Cook and never had any. The 
only things from Dr. Cook of any 
value in connection with this polar 
journey which I had were the instru- 
nents in three cases. As for the 
records, if there are any in Dr, Cook’s 
boxes they were put there by Dr, 


Cook himself without telling me of 
that fact, \ 
“T did not retum to Etah after 


boarding the Jeanie, because I found 
she had not*the Winchester _ rifles 
whieh I eapected and which I pro- 
mised to give my Eskimo helpers. I 
intended to present to Dr, Cook, on 
reaching New York, a set of instru- 
inents equal to those left behind in 
Greenland, 1 felt responsible to Dr. 
Cook for these articles, though not 
feeling the same responsibility for his 
collection of Aretie enrious, I told 
Captain Samuel Bartlett | intended 
to give Dr. Cook the new set of in- 
etruments. 4 

“T think Commander Peary’s people 
tried to get from Dr, Cook's Eskimos 
some statements which would indi- 
cate that they had not been as far 
as the Pole, but I believe no such 
statement was @tained, I think it 
would be of little value, as the Eski- 
mos had, until the Roosevelt's arri- 
val, stuck closely to their original 
story, and if they varied from that 
later it wis probably the reault of a 
misunderstanding other than any de- 
jiberate withdrawal of their  fismt 
assertion, because of any inherent 
talsehood in it. 

Resents Peary's Criticisms, 

“LT resent Commander Peary’s eriti- 
cisms of me and | think I deserve 
better treatment. I am not a parti- 
san in this matter, but am compelled 
to make statements. without having 
any full knowledge of the facts on 
which they bear I have not read 
any newspapers and am altogether 
unfamiliar with this controversy. 1 
was at Indian Harber fer ¢ couple of 
hours and received inany despatches 
{rom papers in America and England 
asking for my statement on the sub- 
ject. I told the facts as I best knew 
them and today 1 am met with de- 
mands for further information end 
now find myself pillored because L 
tell the truth.

It was joined there by General Oros- 
co's brigade trom the scene of the lat- 
ter’s victory at Nador.

Pope Pius X.,” rumor has it, desires 
the removal of the holy sepulchre from 
Jerusalem to Rome. In the course of & 
conversation with Ghelib Pasha, who 
went to Rote in order to arrange for 
the sending of a papal nuncio to Con- 
stantinople, his hotinees* isYanid to have 
asked the envoy if it were not possible 
to buy the holy sepulchre and remove 
it from its present location. The report

The church of the holy sepulchre,” in 
Jerusalem, stands, supposedly, on the 
site of the Gofgotha of the New Testa- 
ment, the tomb cut in the rock, in whieh 
the body of our Lord was interred after 
the erucifixion, Some sort of a church 
has oecupitd the site since 386 A. D., 
when, in the reign of thebEmperor Con 
etantine, two churches were consecrated 
there, 

These original buildings were destroyed 
in G14 by the Persians under Chosroes 


Two years later, however, Modestus, 
abbot ‘of the monastery of Theodosius, 
started work on three new churches, 


completed in 626, which were called the 
Church of the Resurrection, Church of 
the Gross and Chureh of Calvary. In 
670.it appears a fourth was added. 


Many Churches on Site. 


In the tenth and eleventh centuries 
the buildings suffered severely from fire, 
and were further damaged and dese- 
crated by the Moslems; hence, in 1055 a 
new church was put up, 

Then the Crusaders arrived in Jeru- 
salem. «To them¥thebuildings¥on the 
holy site appeared far too insignificant, 
So they erected a large Romanesque 
chureh, a considerable part of which js 
still extant. In consequence of fresh 
damage done to¥theQbuildings in 1187 
and 1244, another handsome chureh was 
built in 1310, tofwhieh two domes were 
added in¥1400,. Owing to continued 
complaints during the ensuing centuries 
that the latter wereTunsafe, a great part 
of the church Jwas rebuilt in 1719, Then 
in 1808, the entire structure was almost 
entirely wiped out by fire 

The Greeks had by that time secured 
to themselves the¥principal right to the 
building. With the assistance mainly of 
the Armenians they built an entirely 
new church after designs by Komnenos 
Kalfa of Mitylene, Architects of various 
nations helped’ in the restoration of the 
dome, having been enabled to do so by 
the terms of an agreement made with the 
‘Turks by France and Russia 

The Church of the Holy Sepulchre, 
according to a description of it in a 
cyclopedia of architecture in the Le- 
vant, lies West of the platform of the 
former Jewish temple, outsideZof what 
was probably the Jewish wall, and #o 
inclosed in newer buildings that nothing 
is seen but its entrance, its two domes 
and the stump of the twelfth century 
tower. It is entered through a quad- 
rangle or court usually filled withfa motley 
crowd of venders and beggars. The 
buildings on each side of this court con- 
tain a variety of small chapels and rooms 
divided among the churches which share 
the possession of the Holy Sepulchre 
the Greek, Latin, Coptic and Armenian, 
The transept front, built by the Crusaders 
in the twelfth century, is a square Mass, 
two stories high, with a double doorway 
below corresponding to two eoupled 
windows above. The style is a doixture 
of early French pointed and Byzantine 
At the right of the doorways is a little 
square projecting chapel of the same age 
and style, in two stories, with outside 
steps and a small dome; on the left is a 
buttressed bell tower.

The interior ia very intricate, not only 
comprising three « , or parte of 
churches, of different periods, but eon- 
fused by the effort to cover in one build 

“ing many seattered shrines and to in- 
elude the various sancturaries of the five 
ancient churches which claim each a 
share in it, 

The building really consists of a cir- 
cular nave, covering the sepulehre itself, 
a choir and transept, irregularly built 
about with many small chapels and a 
small chureh or detached chapel [placed 
behind the choir, The nave is rebuilt on 
the foundations and probably inchides 
the walls of the old nave burned in 1808, 
It is a rotunda, 68 feet in diameter, called 
the Aanastasis, supported on 18. close- 
set piers and covered by a dome, 

Under the middle of the dome stands 
the chapel of the sepuichre itself, a little 
building some 26 feet by 18 feet, within 
whieh is the sepulehral chamber, This 
chapel, rebuilt at same time with 
the rotunda, is dycorated wit 
paneling of rich marbles and hed 
within and wi im reo 
Over the sepulchrsl ch 
Russian in cha : :

As to Whether the Church of the Ho 
Sepulchre really stands on the site of th 
Savior’s tomb, hewn in the reck, wherein 
His body lay after the crucifixion, there 
is all serts of conflicting testimony. 

Biblical references to the location of 
the tomb are very meagre. From the 
New Testanient we learn that the tomb 
was in a garden, ‘‘in the place where 
Christ was crucified,’ that it was ‘‘near 
the city,” and “without a gate,’ and 
that the watch, going from the sepulchre 
to the chief priest's, ‘‘came into the city.” 
Therefore it would seera that any locality 
claimed as the site of she sepulchre must 
have lain, at the time of the crucifixion, 
outside the walls of Jerusalem. 

The Church of the Holy Sepulchre, 
which we know today, has oceupied the 
same site for the last 800 years. It lies 
in the heart of presént day Jerusalem, 
That, up to the time of Hadrian, the site 
of the sepulehre still lay within the walls 
is joven by the statements of several 
chroniclers of the twelfth and thirteenth 
centuries, 

Skeptical Chronicturs. 


The first expression of doubt on record 
as to the authenticity of the site occupied 
by the church is that of William de 
Baldensel, who wrote in 1336. He_ re- 
marked that the sepulchre shown’ inthis 
day was not the one in whieh the body of 
Christ had been laid, sinee that one had 
been hewn from solid rock, whereas the 
one he knew was of stones cemented to- 
gether. Two or three other chroniclers 
of the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries 
also professed themselves as skeptical. 

Then, in§1741 "Jonas Korte, who had 
made a journey to the Holy-land, twrote 
g description of it, in which he stated 
fairly and squarely that the church was 
not on the site of the sepulchre. 

At once a controversy began, which 

has lasted without intermission to the 
present day, Among later writers who 
range! themselves om the side of Korte, 
in declaring that the sepulehre is else- 
where than at theJ[place claimed as its 
site for so many centuries, are Plessing, 
who wrote in 1780; Dr. Edward Clark, 
and most especially, JDr. Edward Robinson 
of New York, whose Biblical Researches, 
published in 1841, was the first book to 
suceced in firousing genuine publie in- 
terest in the controversy. 
Robinson's statements were not des- 
tined to pass unchallenged, Equally 
zodfident declarations from writers on 
the other side of the question soon 
appeared, Cardinal Newman, in an essay 
wefixed to his translation of Fleury’s 
Frccteniastioal History, warmly defended 
the choice of the site for the Church of the 
Holy®Sepulchre as correct according to 
tradition. More important still was the 
reply to Robinson's contentions by one 
Williams in his book, The Holy City, 
»ublished in New York in 1845, This 
is one of the best statements of the case 
of the upholders of tradition, just as Rob- 
inson’s work may be considered one of 
the main bulwarks of its impugners, 


Question of Walls. 


Korte and Robinson found further 
allies in such writers as Ferguson, who 
advanced quite an elaborate hypothesis 
on the subject of the correet site, and 
Tobler, who wrote an exhaustive essay 
about it in 1853, Others ranged on the 
same side are Barclay, Bonar, Schwartz, 
Sandie and Capt. Conder, On the side 
of tradition are Lord Nugent, Sehutz, 
Krafft, Sehaffter, De Sauley, the Abbe 
Michon, Thrupp, De Vogue, Lewin, 
Pierrotti, Caspart and Sir Charles Warren, 
The main question on whieh the dis- 
pate has turned, aceording to the sum- 
mary of the controversy in the En- 
cyclopaedia Britannica, is the deter- 
mining of what the circuit of the walls 
of Jerusalem was at the time of Christ. 
The city at that time was surrounded 
by two walls. According to Josephus, 
ine first and oldest of these began ‘‘in 
the north, at the tower called Hippicus, 
and extended to what was termed the 
Xystus; then formed a junction with the 
council house, and terminated at the 
western colonnade of the temple.” Of 
the seeond wall, Josephus says that it 
had its beginning at the gate called Gen- 
nath, belonging to the first wall, and 
reached to the Antonia, eneireling only 
the western quarter of the eity,”’ 
If this Gennath was near Hippicus, 
the lime of the second wall, in order to 
exclude what is at present elaimed as 
the site of the sepulchre, must be drawn 
along route curiously unsuited, from 
the slope of the hill, for defensive pur- 
poves, and that it was near Hippieus 
seems demonstrable from the declaration 
of J wus that the city in-his time was 
‘fortified by ory walls except where it 
Was encompassed by impassable ravines, ’’ 
dud by other historical references, : 
Writers on both sides af the question 
sought to use the locations of remains of 
anciént buildings to bolster up their 
theories; but, as these remains were for 
many years most fragmentary, such con- 
tentions lacked weight. Iu 1885, ‘huew- 
ever, a considerable stretch of old wall, 
some 40 or 50 yards in length, was 
up.

We are very 
proud that we can telegraph pictures, 
and telephone hand-written messages, 
and do many such wonders that we 
acclaim as symbols of our civilization. 
There is no remembrance of former 
things, least of all of the eternal truth 
that if there is anything whereof ‘t 
may be said, “See this is new,’’ it has 
been already of old 

It is true enough, there were 10 
taxicabs in Rome. Rut it dows not ‘fol- 
low that the first taxicab built was a 
new thing. There were  suffragists 
long before anybody had the vote. 
There was light before there were 
suns, moons, or stars—witness the 
story of the creation. Some peopie 
would say this was a paradex but 
it is very rational to the philosupher, 
he knows that ideas always exist oo 
fore they are revealed aml put inte 
coe gn as we are merry before we 
augh. 

There is no new thing 
sun. : 

At Rome, in the last century B.C. 
the social life was as it is in London 
today. Thus, the people were divided 
into three main classes—upper, mid- 
die, and working—and the poor peo 
ple numbered more than 300,900, and 
were in proportion to the numbers of 
the professional and aristocratic 
classes as are those in London wha 
pay no income tax to the few who 
ean afford that luxury. 

The poor people lived in ljodging- 
houses, three or four storys high, 
having shops on the ground floor; rap- 
bit warrenr of place, this lodging- 
house, and over-crowded quite in the 
fashionable style of London today. 
The rich man enjoyed his week-ends 
in hig country cottage, an old farm- 
house converted to eis taste. 

At one time a certain man named 
Crassus owned most of the Roman 
houses; he seems to have been a par. 
ticularly smart speculator, for he 
would buy up houses on fire, and

and the stock exchange was the chief 
interest in ghe life of thousands. The 
Forum was the centre of life in Rome 
“Going down to the Forum” was the 
equivalent of “Going down to West- 
minster.” The porticoes of the stock 
exchange still stand in the Forum. 

Bankers in Rome would do almost 
all that modern bankers will do— 
from cashing cheques to paying mon- 
ey to distant ereditors in Greece or 
Asia, and making advances on in- 
terest. 

And women in Rome did almost all 
that women in London do. The best 
of husbands would find their wives 
trying at times; a most virtuous man 
named Paullus left us his opinion 
that a woman might be excellent in 
the eyes of her neighbors, but that 
only a husband could tell where the 
shoe pinched. Clever women in soc- 
iety lived in the centre of their own 
worlds, attracting, by their beauty 
and charm, little courts of young men 
and poets—to whom they might lend 
money, or give praise, as suited the 
moment. 

There is a little story about Cicero’s 
brother, Quintus, which shows that 
women were ever women, He and his 
wife, Pomponia, and their friends 
were traveling together, and stopped 
to lunch at a place belonging to Quin- 
tus, who most courteously asked his 
wife to invite the ladies of the party 
to come in. But something had irri- 
tated her, and she burst out before all 
the party: “Lam only «a strange: 
here!” Apparently she had not been 
asked by her husband to see after 
the luncheon, 

“There,” said Quintus, “that is 
what I have to put up with every 
day!” And, to make matters worse, 
Pomponia refused to eat anything. 

Women were women, and jboye 
were boys two thousand years ago. 
The sons of the well-to-do begin their 
education at about the age of seven, 
either at home with tutors, or at a 
public school.
